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A judge's term or tenure may be terminated by an abandonment of office consisting of a willful and voluntary forsaking 
or relinquishment of the office or of the right to hold it or a willful and voluntary failure to perform the duties of such 
office. 


The general rules governing the abandonment of a public office apply to the abandonment of the office of a judge.! Thus, in 
order to constitute an abandonment of such office, there must be a willful and voluntary forsaking or relinquishment of the 


office or of the right to hold it” or a willful and voluntary failure to perform the duties of the office.’ The acceptance by a judicial 
officer of a second office which is incompatible with the one already held is a vacation of the original office and amounts to an 


abandonment of the same.* A judicial office is not, however, abandoned, and the authority of a judicial officer is not, therefore, 


affected by his or her physical or mental inability to perform the functions of his or her office."
